It has long been 
felt that our College has the 
finances, in the form of a 
special athletic fund, the 
potential, including one of 
the largest schools of Phy- 
sical Education in Canada, 
and the faciUfies — 2 gyms, 
2 pools and 2 large fields 

to tn^ke a far befter 

sho^in^ than we have in 
the past. 

In our opinion tfiere is J 
need for an entire revamp- 
ing of our athletics — in- 
-frramural sports are un- 
organixed, the Director of 
Athletics has so much to do 
ttiat he is unable to excel to 
his capabilities in any one 
field, the M.A.A. is in- 
efficient — to name a few. 

Our intervarsity teams 
are without a doubt in the 
poorest league in Canada 
yet we consistently fail to 
place higher than seventh in 
a field of seven. 

The role of athletics can- 
not be underestimated in a 
college's public image. 
Hopes are high that the 
Commission will be able to 
%tfa\fifi%ten out most of our 
problems in the near fu- 
ture.

STUDENT UNION FUND STARTED 



Early this week the 
Dean's office announce*] 
that an anonymous perso: 
had donated the sum oi 
$100,000 to be used in the 
construction of a Student 
Union building. This dona- 
tion came as a direct re- 
sult of efforts of students 
Council in investigating 
the possibilities of obtain- 
ing such a building. Coun- 
cil is now engaged in cor- 
responding with other Ca- 
nadian Universities to 
adopt a program of proce- 
dure. The following is a 
copy of the letter received 
by the President of our 
Students Council hi<t weok 

Mr. David Appleton. 
President, Students' Coun- 
cil. Macdonald College. 

Dear Mr. Appleton : 

I have just pas.sed on to 
McCiill Administration a 
copy of your informal letter 
on what steps might be 
considered appropriate for 
the student body to a.ssist 
in financing a Students 
Union Building. I have as 
yet had no indication of 
the particular paths on 
which the Students Coun- 



cil might most profitably 
encouraged. 

I also took the liberty of 
passing a copy of your let- 
ter on to friends of the Col- 
lege, who wish to remain 
anonymous. They were im- 
pressed with the serious- 
ness of your approach to 
the problem, and with the 
willingness that you ex- 
press of trying to find 
ways in which the students 
themselves can help to 
achieve the desired result. 
Their sympathy with your 
efforts, and their supj>ort 
for your attempts to find 
your own solutions to the 



Student Union problem, 
have been expressed in the 
verv tangible form of a 
gift of $100,000.00 for the 
building. 

While this is a good 
beginning, it is still only a 
beginning. Nevertheless, 
we can now approach the 
Senate Development Com- 
mittee for approval of the 
proposal to build a Stu- 
dents Union, and can ask 
that architects be appoint- 
ed to make a preliminary 
plan. This will take some 
time, particularly since 
you as students will have

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EDITORIAL 

This paper in the past few weeks has been accused 
of being overly critical of various institutions on campus. 
The feeling of this office is however that quite the opposite 
is true. Criticism is a most uncommon commodity at Mac- 
donald College and in our opinion essential. 

We are quite agreed that this year's Students Council 
is the best that has ruled this college for quite some time. 
They are the most consciencious group ever to hold office 
and personally they are most willing to do whatever must 
be done. It is the system under which they operate that 
we disagree with. On discussing this with Council it was 
found they came into office without any form of intro- 
duction to methods of procedure, sources of information, 
and most of all, needs and desires ot our student body. 

Never in the history of Macdonald College elections 
hlKMMfe been any issues which have decided elections. 
The promise which won the last year's election for the 
Presidenf of Students' CouncW was to improve relations 
between staff and students. This we accept is essential but 
where were promises to improve athletics, obtain a student 
union and join C.U.S. Everything accomplished by council 
was instigated by them this year and everything they learn- 
ed was by trial and error WHILE they were in office. 

No lasting system has ever been set up and it is hoped 
that this council will do so. At last issues are known and 
the upcoming campaign can be fought on these rather than 
the personalities of the individuals. 

The main thing this council intends to do this year 
is initiate long range programmes. They have started a 
students union by obtaining $100,000 for its construction 
and have set up the committee to insure that this is con- 
tinued next year. 

If next year's Council is to do a g^ood job it must 
continue, this council's investigation into athletics, their 
efforts towards a Union and make a decision on C.U.S.

Students Council Reply 



May I extend my heartiest 
congratulations on your editor- 
ial, dated February 14th. I feel 
that individual members of our 
Students' Council have been 
taught many valuable lessons 
from your recent series of edit- 
orials, as you have more than 
amply provided the Council with 
a practical demonstration of the 
manv needs and qualities essen- 
tial to young and aspiring politi- 
cians, like ourselves. I feel that 
this year's Students' Council, as 
in past years, has been comple- 
tely ignorant of these essential 
qualities which you did us the 
good service to point out. 

This lacking qualities, to which 
I refer, are^the ability to cloud 
an issue, the brillant mastery of 
ambiguous and inaccurate state- 
ments, the use of sweeping state- 
ments to follow up an illogical 
arguement, and the superb man- 
ner of highlighting a debate with 
an occasional innuendo or two. 
Council might also make use of 
superfluous arguements, which 
has been so ably demonstrated 
on the editorial page of the Failt- 
^'e Times, and apply this skill to 
Council Meetings. 

However, as I sift through your 
recent editorials. I feel that this 
is not the idea you are trying to 
get across to Council, even 
though it might be reasonably as- 
.snmed as such. I think that pos- 
sibly you have struck upon three 
areas of Council policy, or lack 
of policy, that you question.

Council decided early la.st fall 
that a Students' Union would not 
only prove to be an asset but a 
necessity. The action taken " 
Council on fhis matter is as 
lows: 

a) A proposal to allocate pro- 



f'xis from ihe bookstore into a 
fund for the construction of a 
Students' Union was sent to the 
Vice-Principal and the matter is 
now under study at McGill. 

bi The sum of $100,000 has 
been raised from private sources 
towards the construction of a 
Union Building here at Macdo- 
nald. 

c) Letters were sent out this 
fall to all universities in Canada 
inquiring into their Union struc- 
ture. Replies from the various 
universities are now under study. 

d > A commission, with Mr. D. 
H. .Appleton as its Chairman, has 
been set up to insure that the 
initial steps, that have been 
taken this year, will be followed 
through by next year's Council. 

2) Athletics 

A commission has been in.sti- 
tuted to look into the athletic 
problems here at Macdonald. Mr. 
Darrel Wood, Councillor for Post 
Graduate Studies and Research, 
has been chosen as Chairman of 
the commission. 

3) C.U.S. Membership 

A commission to investigate 
the advantages and disadvanta- 
ges of C.U.S. membership has 
been set up. It is the purpose of 
this commission to continue on 
after "Change of Office '. 

I think that the position of 
Council has been now clarified 
in these areas of concern and I 
wish to once again congratulate 
you on this series of editorials. 
My congratulations this time, 
however, are not to be taken in 
the facetious vein that was pre- 
valent in the first paragraph of 
my letter. They are sincere. I 
uphold your right of criticism, 
although, I feel that perhaps 
your criticism could have been 
ap proached in a more construc- 
tive manner. It is mv opinion 
that the "Failt-Ye times" is 
amiss only when they fail to cri- 
ticize, where they deem it ne- 
cessary.
